The  most  popular  Tulips  are  Darwins.  Flowers  are  mostly  howl- 
sliaped,  somewhat  flaring  at  the  top,  with  leathery  petals  of  good  substance 
and  long-lasting  qualities.  Their  color-range  is  practically  unlimited,  al¬ 
though  somewhat  deficient  in  white  and  yellow.  Carefully  selected  varieties 
will  provide  a  long  succession  of  bloom,  and  they  unquestionably  form  the 
basis  for  schemes  in  the  garden,  supplemented  by  Cottage  and  Breeder 
varieties.  They  average  in  height  from  2  to  2^  feet  and  the  stems  are 
usually  strong  and  straight.  Fine  for  any  use  to  which  Tulips  may  be 
put.  Ideal  for  large  beds  or  borders,  or  planted  in  clumps  among  shrubs 
and  perennials. 

Cottage  Tulips  differ  from  Darwuns  chiefly  in  the  shape  of  the  flower, 
which  is  more  graceful  and  lily-like  in  the  true  Cottage  varieties.  Some 
of  the  most  beautiful  Tulips  in  the  world  belong  to  this  family,  and  a 
good  many  of  them  strongly  resemble  the  Darwins.  This  section  is 
particularly  rich  in  good  yellow  Tulips  wrhich  are  rare  in  the  other 
classes,  and  also  contains  many  of  the  newest  and  loveliest  hybrids. 
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Afterglow  (D)  All  the  splendor  of  a  glorious  sunset  seems  to  be  reproduced 
in  this  wonderful  tulip  with  its  deep  orange  tints  suffused  with  salmon, 
and  edged  apricot  orange.  Tall,  stately  grower,  and  a  very  popular 
variety.

Avis  Kennicott  (C)  A  large,  bright  chrome-yellow  flower  with  long,  pointed 
petals ;  center  rich  black  and  black  anthers.

HYACINTHS 


HYACINTHS  are  returning  to 
favor  in  gardens.  Blossoming  with 
the  early  tulips,  they  contribute  to 
the  spring  garden  fragrance  as  well 
as  colors  which  at  that  time  no 
other  flowers  can  give  so  well.  In¬ 
deed,  it  is  doubtful  whether  at  any 
time  of  the  garden  year  lovelier 
true  pinks  and  blues  can  be  found 
than  those  which  hyacinths  pro¬ 
vide. 

They  serve  to  border  paths,  near 
all  garden  architecture,  including 
ornaments  such  as  bird  baths,  pools 
and  fountains,  and  groups  of  hya¬ 
cinths  may  well  be  worked  into  the 
border  planting,  where  they  will 
provide  a  needed  color  foil  or  ac¬ 
cent. 

For  garden  planting,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  use  the  largest  forc¬ 
ing  sizes.  Bulbs  of  third  and  bed¬ 
ding  sizes  will  do  well.  Take  especial  care  to  plant  them  in  well  drained 
soil,  and  if  there  is  any  doubt,  elevate  the  bed  a  few  inches  to  keep  them 
above  water.  Plant  bulbs  six  inches  deep,  and  after  the  ground  has  frozen 
a  light  mulch  to  keep  the  frost  in,  will  benefit.

PAPER  WHITE  (GRANDIFLORA) 


Their  beauty  and  grace  may  be  enjoyed  throughout  the  winter.  Plant 
the  bulbs  so  that  they  almost  touch  each  other  in  soil,  fiber,  or  water, 
supported  by  pebbles,  and  store  them  in  a  cool,  dark  place  for  about  five 
weeks  until  they  are  well  rooted.  Bring  them  into  the  light  gradually  as 
they  are  needed.  If  potted  about  October  1,  and  brought  to  the  light  in  ,the 
middle  of  November,  they  will  be  in  bloom  in  two  to  three  weeks.  Plant 
in  succession  for  a  continuation  of  bloom,  allowing  less  time  for  rooting  as 
the  season  advances.  The  bulb  matures  and  the  flower-bud  develops,  so 
that  growth  is  more  rapid  in  the  winter  months.

TT7E  specialize  in  Pansy  Plants,  and  have  had  many  years’ 
experience  in  growing  plants,  and  in  selecting  strains 
and  varieties.  Naturally,  we  have  learned  many  things 
about  Pansies  and  are  convinced  that  anyone  can  succeed 
in  Pansy  culture,  provided  the  soil  is  in  good  condition  and 
certain  simple  rules  are  obeyed.  Here  is  some  information 
that  we  know  will  be  helpful. 
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1.  Select  a  sunny  location,  but  if  possible  a  place  that  will  receive  some 

shade  in  the  afternoon.  Good  garden  soil  will  be  satisfactory,  pro¬ 
vided  drainage  can  be  furnished ;  if  drainage  is  lacking,  raise  the 
bed  about  4  inches  above  the  surrounding  soil,  adding  a  considerable 
amount  of  sand  and  plenty  of  humus. 

2.  Cover  the  entire  bed  with  1  inch  or  more  of  well-rotted  stable  manure 

if  it  can  be  obtained.  If  you  cannot  secure  stable  manure,  use 
pulverized  sheep-  or  cow-manure.  This  covering  should  be  turned 
under  to  a  depth  of  G  to  8  inches,  letting  it  stand  for  several  weeks 
before  setting  the  plants. 

3.  If  the  soil  on  the  bed  is  dry,  it  should  be  soaked  thoroughly  and  allowed 

to  dry  off  until  it  is  not  sticky ;  then  pulverize  it  to  a  depth  of  about 
6  inches,  firm  it,  and  set  the  plants  not  less  than  4  inches  apart — 
a  greater  distance  if  you  have  the  space.  They  should  be  set  only 
as  deep  as  they  were  in  the  nursery,  and  the  crown  should  not  be 
covered.  Water  the  bed  after  planting  and  give  shade  during  the 
middle  of  the  day  until  the  plants  are  well  rooted. 

4.  After  the  plants  have  become  well  established,  at  intervals  of  6  to  8 

weeks,  give  an  application  of  pulverized  sheep-  or  cow-manure,  or 
commercial  fertilizer,  which  must  be  used  strictly  according  to  direc¬ 
tions.  Pansies  are  heavy  feeders  and  in  order  to  have  large  and  highly 
colored  flowers  the  soil  must  be  very  rich.
